53 n(E).— In exercise of the povrars conferred by section 7 and 8(A) of the 
National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956) read with sub-rule (2) of rule 3 of the 
National Highways (Collection of Fees by any person for the use of Section of 
National Highways/Permanent Bridge/Temporary Bridge on National Highways) 
Rules, 1997, the Central Government, having regard to the expenditure involved in 
building, maintenance, management and operation of the part of National Highway, 
i.e., Moradabad Bypass (hereinafter referred to as the “Bypass”), starting with 
Kilometeres 148.43 and joining at Kilometeres 166.65 of National Highway Number 
24 in the state of Uttar Pradesh, the interest on capital invested, reasonable return, 
the volume of, traffic and the period of Agreement entered by National Highways 
Authority of India with M/s. Moradabad Toil Road Company Limited, having it’s 
registered office at 1, Eastern Avenue, Maharani Bagh, New Delhi- 110065 hereby 
notifies that there shall be levied and paid fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of 
the bypass at the rates specified in the Schedule below, and authorises the said M/s. 
Moradabad Toll Road Company Limited, or it’s authorized legal representative to 
collect and retain fees at the rates specified in the Schedule below from the date of 
it’s opening to traffic to 18*^ April, 2033. 

SCHEDULE 
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2 . The M/s Moradabad Toll Road Company Limited or it’s authorized legal 
representative may collect the fees from the users of only part of the Bypass at the 
rates equal to 50% of the rates specified in above Schedule. 

3. These rates of fees specified in the above Schedule may be revised every year 
commencing from the financial year 2002-2003 on following basis, namely;- 

The revised fee for each category of the vehicles shall be based upon the 
following methodology:- 
RF= {WPI (2)/WPI(1)}xlF 
Where 

RF = Revised rate of fee for appropriate vehicle category and appropriate length of 
bypass. 

‘Wpr means the wholesale price index determined and published by the Reserve 
Bank of India from time to time, and in the event of such index no longer being 
available or being withdrawn or materially modified and not being representative, then 
any successor or alternative index, as approved by the Central Government. 

WPI(2) = WPI for the month, 6 months previous to the month at the end of which 
revised fee shall become applicable in accordance with the provisions of this 
Agreement; 

WPI(1) = Base WPI for the month and year in which the project was scheduled for 
commissioning for traffic; 

IF means Initial Fee Rate as set out in SCHEDULE. 

The revised fee shall be rounded off to the nearest five rupees. 

4. The Following types of vehicles are exempted from the fee specified above in the 
schedule, namely;- 

(i) Vehicles with Very Important Person symbols, 

(il) Defence Vehicles, 

(iii) Police Vehicles, 

(iv) Fire fighting vehicles, 

(v) Ambulances, 

(Vi) Funeral Vans, 

(vii) Posts and Telegraph Department vehicles, 

(viii) Central and State Government vehicles on duty, 
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Note: The following vehicles shall be deemed to be vehicles having VIP symbols 
namely;- 

(i) President of India, 

(ii) Vice President of India, 

(ill) Governors of States, 

(iv) Central and State Ministers, 

(v) Leader of opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or State Legislatures, 

(vi) Lt. Governors of Union Territories, 

(vii) Speakers or Chairman of Central and State Legislators, 

(viii) Executive Councifors of Local Elected Bodies, 

(ix) Members of Parliament and Members of State Legislative Assemblies/Councils 
within their respective Constituendes, 

(x) Foreign dignitaries on State Visit to India, and 

(xi) Foreign Diplomats stationed in India using cars with CD symbols.

S. The approved fee rates, category of exempted vehicles from payment of fee and 
the name, address end telephone number of the person of the company to whom the 
complaint, if any, should be addressed shall be cospicuously and prominently 
displayed 500m ahead of toll booths, 100m ahead of toll booths and at the toll booths 
also, the hight of display boards and size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers 
to read the display boards must be displayed in English and Hindi languages. The 
said M/s. Moradabad Toll Road Company Limited shall give a receipt on each and 
every occasion of recovery of tees under this notification.
